Vessels to be Scrapped Will 
be Sold to Americans 


Navy Department to Strip 
All Craft of War Material

ped. The information, apparent- 
ly, is sought with a view of enter- 
ing bids for these ships. | 

Capt. Edmund W. Bonnaffon, |

these vessels are to be sold only to 
citizens of the United States and 
scrapped in this country in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the 
treaties. Bids from any fore 
government or person will not 
considered, he says. 


SALE DATES GIVEN 
Bids for the sale of these vessels 
are to be opened at the Navy De- 
partment at 11 a.m. on the days of 
sales. These will be on the 25th 
inst.

BUTTERFLY EDICT 


Man Seeking Farm Permit Says Catching of Insects 
as of Great Benefit to Grower, 


W. F. Hewlett of Upland. whose application to the Forest Service 
for the lease of a tract of land in Cucamonga Canyon, for the purpose 


of establishing a butterfly farm, was denied by Federal authorities, has 
appealed from the decision of the forest office in San Francisco and 


He says that he catches thou- 
sands of yellow butterflies from 
the alfalfa fields south of Ontario 
each year, and as many as 2000 
some days. This is said to be a 
benefit te the grower when the 
worms of this butterfly were as 
plentiful as last year, when the 
leaves of the alfalfa were full of 
shot heles caused by the larvae. 


TELLS OF MOTHS 

He deciares that he uses only a 
few butterflies whose larvae feed 
on cultivated plant feod. The oth- 
ers use wild plant foods and do not 
trouble the rancher. It is really 
only the mothes that are a menace 
to the rancher, and these he has 
no use for, for the reason that the 
public demands bright colored 
files in the work. He buys thou- 
sands of foreign filles elch year 
from collectors located all over the 
world. The domestic files he obtains 
by catching and propagating him- 
self with the help of the boys and 
girls in Ontario, Upland and San 
Antonio Heights. 

Years ago before the art work 
occupied so much time, his daugh- 
ter, Ether Hewlett, who is the 
entomologist of the Tamily, propa-

The west fork of the Cucamonga

tracting and drawing away, per- 
haps, from other sections, at the 
same time establishing without cost 
te the Ontario-Upland colony, an 
attraction in the way of a wild 
flower farm, such as he believed 
cannot be found in any other place 
in California. The collection and 
the using of our butterfiles are a 
benefit to the rancher, he says. 
If there are 10,000 yellow butter- 
files on a man's alfaifa ranch and 
he catches 1000 of t „ he has 
benefited that rancher to the ex- 
tent of e-tenth of the damage 
done. 

Mr. Hewlett enters a strenuous 
denial of the e that he is 
going to raise butterflies which pro- 
duce moths and injdrious insects 
which injure or destroy crops.
